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1. Returned herewith is Vhat I taka to be the latest draft of Ihe 
proposed mamarandus of understanding between State a ad ourselves on the 
subject of grass roots political reporting. I here eywmlrWI ms aw a or aaduB 
with care and while X feel that it is in assay respects satisfactory and 
bears evidence of much careful thought and bard vesrk, there are a few 
aspects which continue to give as trouble and a number of questions which 
I should lilce to raise . Also — and although I should not like to propose 
additional steps which would unduly delay the conclusion of this exercise -- 
it seems to ne that in view of the considerable amount of tine mob has 
already been cansuaed in the development of the paper fraa its inception, 
it would be better to take the snail additional amount of time and effort 
necessary to answer the questions and make any desirable refinements then 
to close the natter out new in t fee interest of speed, fly concern here 
is, obviously, th at vs will probably have to live with this paper for a 
long tine once it has been completed and agreed to by both parties.

to our taking an a certain mount of work of the sort which is involved 
and which is outside the scope of our normal responsibilities, and on the 
contrary feel that we should do what we can in cases Where the national 
interest would clearly be served and in eireuostances where we can be of 
real assistance to the State Bapsrteenfc without undue prejudice to our own 
major responsibilities, I should like to point out that the proposal 
originated at a higher level than ay own and had its inception in an 
JffiC discussion in which the Director participated. 
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3. It la not clear to ns why the major emphasis is placed upon an 
understanding or arrangement as between the State Department and this 
Agency in connection with the provision of assistmace to the State Department 
in the Held of over t political reporting. It would seem to me that other 
departments and agencies are ait least as well situated me CIA to make a 
contribution in this field, and that certain of them — most notably 
USIA — may be better situated and qualified. In fact U8IA has in the 
past engaged itself rather extensively in the obt&lnmsnt of public opinion 
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polls sod swelling la orfer to get a ‘better focus csa what ita targets 
s hou l d be sod to Xsam shat may be the aost cri tical Issues af fec ting 
ptalsUc opinion and political thou^it. 8y,i the relatively simple devices 
of scheduling public vision sampling projects during political cwnpaignH 
<xc shortly prior to elastic®*, sad by adding or «h< y in g a few questions, 

QSZi should he able to a she * n&Jor contribution with « alnlacn of new 
effort and expense sod without expending substantially saounts 

of tiae and effort on the part of its own personnel overseas. It is noted 
that in Use present draft the capabilities and possible emtributioaa of 
XCA and the aillt a r y attaches, sore reeopsised end taken into account 
to aoas extent, but unless it is proposed that there «*M*n be «<»hw 
sgresnffixts m between State and those other departments and agencies, my 
question would still stood.

ana aven though it may not address itself to the precise subject of ' grass 
roots reporting” it mgr bear upon this question, at least indirectly.
